NO ASSURANCES ON 
DEBTS CANCELLATION 


Of REVISION GIVEN 


SENATE INFORMED PRESI- 
DENT HOOVER PROMISED 
^PREMIER LAVAL NOTHING 


WASHINGTON," Jan. 9. 


—(£>)—The senate was in- 
formed through Secretary 
Stimson today that in the 
1931 conversations between 
President Hoover and Pre- 
mier, Laval of France "no 
assurances of commitments" 
on revision or cancellation of debts 
were requested or given. 


By way of letters to Senator 
Reed (R., Pa.), which were In- 
serted In the Congressional Rec- 
ord, Stimson and Secretary Mills 
took notice of the recent senate 
speech by Senator Borah of Idaho. 


"I can say without qualification," 


;wrote Mills, "that there is no jus- 
tification 
for any asseration 
or 


belief that during the course of 
those conversations any assurance, 
direct or implied, was giVen that 
there would be a 
revision 
of 
French debt 
obligations to the 
United States in consideration of 
a. revision of German reparations 
such as. subsequently took place at 
Lausanne. 


"In fact," the letter continued, 
"no commitments were made and 
the communique issued at the time 
is a'Strictly accurate recital of the 
*natufe of the discussions." 


The communique referred said in 


part as follows: 


"Ah infromal and cordial discus- 
sion has served to outline with 
greater precision the nature of the 
problems. 
It has not been the 
purpose of either of us. (President 
Hoover and Prime Minister La- 
val) to engage in commitments 
"bidding our governments but rath- 
•er,> through development of fact, 


, tO'enable each, country to act more 
:• «f£ctively in, its own field."

Jane Y. McCallum, secretary 
of 
state, will preside over the house. 
Senator Grady Woodruff of Deca- 
tur, president pro tern of the sen- 
ate, will call that body to order 
in the absence of Edgar Witt of 
Waco, lieutenant governor, conval- 
escing from injuries received in a 
fall several weeks ago. Witt is in 
Waiter Reed Hospital in Washing- 
ton.

1 died Saturday.

romped 
spiritedly 
about the aquarium, but the 
spree lasted only 24. hours, and 
yesterday Head No. 2 also fell 
dead.

ously to report the Elaine repeal 
resolution, slightly modified to lim- 
it the vatification period to seven 
years. 


The resolution proposes to repeal 
the eighteenth amendment, protect 
dry states from shipments of li- 
quor, and permit congress to legis- 
late against return of the saloon. 
The action was taken in an ex- 
ecutive session lasting only an 
hour and a half at which Chair- 
man Blaine submitted tho favor- 
able report from his subcommittee 
which drafted tho measure.
